The birth of Jesus was not only “good news of great 
joy,” it was an occasion that seemed to naturally elicit the 
response of worship from everyone who heard about it. 


“This Christmas, will you: worship

“Suddenly a great company of the heavenly host 
appeared with the angel, praising God and saying, ‘Glory 
to God in the highest, and on earth, peace to men on whom 
his favor rests’” (Luke 2:13-14). The very first Christmas

caused the angels of heaven to worship God. 


What about the Shepherds? After finding the baby 
Jesus, Mary, and Joseph, “The shepherds returned, glorify- 
ing and praising God for all the things they had heard and 
seen .. . “ (Luke 2:20). The shepherds worshipped God on 
this very first Christmas. 

Let’s not forget the wise men from the east. Matthew 
tells us about them. They followed the star to the house 
where Jesus was lying in the manger, and when they saw 
“the child with his mother Mary...they bowed down and 
worshipped him” (Matthew 2:11). Wise men worshipped 


Jesus. 


The angels of heaven, the shepherds, the wise men from 


the east, they all worshipped. Don’t miss this. 


But there’s another person in this story who needs 
mentioning, and that’s Mary. Can you imagine being told 
that you are going to become pregnant by the Holy Spirit? 
Mary was likely just a young teen girl. I can only imagine 
what she must be thinking. 

Follow the sequence: An angel appears to Mary and 
tells her she is “highly favored” by God (Luke 2:28). These 
words “greatly trouble” her we’re told. (If she’s greatly 
troubled by that, can you imagine what she must think 
when she hears the rest of the story?) She’s simply told 
to “not be afraid” (vs. 30), But “How could this be?” she 
wants to know (vs.34). Well, “Nothing is impossible with 
God,” she’s told (vs. 37). 

I never cease to be amazed at this part of the story of 
Jesus’ birth. How did Mary respond? “I am the Lord’s 
servant,” she answered. May it be to me as you have said” 
(Luke 2:38). She also breaks out in a song of praise to God: 
“And Mary said: ‘My soul glorifies the Lord and my spirit 
rejoices in God my Savior . . . .” (Luke 2:46-47). Why not 
take a moment and read the entire song (Luke 2:46-55)? 


Mary worships God. 


This Christmas season, amidst 
ties, don’t forget to worship. Don’t forget to praise God for 
the amazing thing he has done. He came to us as a helpless 


baby. He entered this world for us. 


“For God so loved the world that he gave his one and 
only Son, that whoever believes in him shall not perish but 


have eternal life” (John 3:16).

*** Elba High tipped off its regular season last week 
in basketball and its was a pretty good week as all three 
teams logged wins during a busy week of action. The 
Tigers bounced back after losing its third straight of the 
young season early in the week to defeat Samson and 
New Brockton for a pair of solid road wins. The Tigers 
have a basketball team filled with football players wearing 
sneakers, but they have ‘Tiger Pride’ and showed that 
in both wins as they overcame struggles to emerge with 
victories. Elba may not be the most talented team on the 
court many nights during the season, but if they play as 
hard as they did last week it could be a surprise season 
for the team and its fans.

Brockton stumbled out of the gates with a loss at home, 
Kinston continued to play hard and get better, and Zion 
Chapel roved once again it was going to play hard for all 
thirty-two minutes every night out. Over with the girls, 
New Brockton snapped its 68-game losing streak and is 
on the way back to respectability, while Brantley was 
much better than expected in a big opening win, Kinston 
played hard against superior opponents and Zion Chapel 
continued to improve every night out. 

*** The ‘Super 7’ high school football playoffs were 
held last week at Auburn and it was quite a week as 
the state champs in all classes made it clear they were 
the best teams as none of the seven games were even 
close. Summing up the state finals on a nutshell .... 
(7A) Thompson won its fourth state title with a 49-24 
win over Auburn as eighth grade quarterback Trent 
Seaborn competed 12 of 14 passes for 207 yards and 
five touchdowns. (6A) Saraland rushed for 358 yards and 
super sophomore Ryan Williams scored five touchdowns 
in a 38-17 win over Mt. Brook. (5A) Ramsey’s Ashton 
Austin rushed for almost 300 yards and five touchdowns 
as Ramsey downed Charles Henderson 41-20. (4A) 
Andalusia coach Trent Taylor proved hard work and 
patience does indeed pay as he got his first state title in his 
goth year coaching and 6gth playoff game as his Bulldogs 
defeated Cherokee County 28-7. (3A) St. James claimed 
its first state title ever in football with a 45-28 win over 
Piedmont as junior quarterback KJ Jackson passed for 351 
yards and five touchdowns. (2A) Fyffe held the ball for 
almost 35 minutes and Brodie Hicks rushed for 235 yards 
on 45 carries and scored five touchdowns as it claimed 
its sixth state title in the last nine years. (1A) Leroy 
quarterback Brayden Huebner rushed for five touchdowns 
and Pickens County threw three pass interceptions and 
was penalized for 131 yards as the Bears posted a 42-20 
win. Three teams made the most of re-classification as 
Andalusia, Fyffe and Leroy all claimed state titles after 
moving down in class. 

*** The powers to be at Auburn University ignored 
the wishes of the Cadillac Williams Fan Club last week 
in choosing Hugh Freeze as its next head football coach. 
While Freeze came to the plains after a four-year stay at 


Liberty, the new head coach is best known for resigning at . 


Ole Miss after being tied to the use of a school cell phone 
to an escort service and getting the Rebels put on NCAA 


probation. Freeze will reportedly make $6.5 million a year 
to lead the Tigers and it will also cost Auburn $3 million to 
get the coach out of his contract at Liberty. Many so-called 
‘big name’ national sports reporters acted surprised that 
Auburn would hire a coach with so much baggage after 
it spent over $30 million to get rid of its last two head 
coaches, and even suggested that all the folks at Auburn 
cared about was winning. No crap! College football is 


‘all about money and Freeze will bring with him no more 


baggage than did basketball coach Bruce Pearl when he 
was hired ears back. If Freeze can keep his nose clean he 
will be just as successful as Pearl and put Auburn back on 
the map as a football power. 

_ *** While I honestly believe the expansion to a 
12-team playoff in the College Football Playoff is more 
about TV money, it will be fun for the fans and give 
many more teams a chance to play for a national title. The 
new 12-team playoff will begin in the 2024 season with 
the top four seeds being awarded to the highest ranked 
conference champions. The remaining two conference 
champions, which in most years will be the lowest ranked 
Power 5 champion and the highest ranked Group of 5 
(AAC, Conference USA, mid-American, Mountain West 
and Sun Belt) champion, will also get playoff spots, which 
means state schools such as UAB, South Alabama, Troy 
and Jacksonville State will all have a chance at winning a 
national title if they win their conference and are deemed 
by the committee to be one of the six best conference 
champs. The remaining six spots will ge to at-large teams 
based on the highest ranked teams that are not conference 
champs, such as Alabama, Tennessee and possibly LSU. 
First round byes would go to the top four teams, with the 
remaining eight teams playing an opening round game 
at the home field of the highest ranked team. The four 
winners would then advance to play the top four teams 
that received byes at bowl games, followed by semifinal 
games and eventually a championship game. The format 
will change in 2026 with the approval of a new TV deal, 
which is expected to include moving the start of the 
season up one week in August and moving the second 
round games to the home field of the highest seeded 
team. If the new format was in place this season, Alabama 
would host Utah in the opening round and if it won, the 
Tide would then play TCU in the second round. The new 
world of college football may still be a year away, but it 
will be here before you know it!
